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Olympic Games and Stamps 


A Talk Before The Mahoning Valley Stamp Club, Youngstown, Ohio 


N MONDAY, January 25th, 

the United States Post Office 

Department issued a special 

postage stamp to properly 

honor the Third Olympic 
Winter Games to be held at Lake 
Placid, New York, on February 4th- 
18th, 1932. A little talk on Olympic 
Games in connection with stamps 
might be quite appropriate at the 
present time. 

Olympic games are named for the 
place where they had originally been 
held, the little town of Olympia, on 
the Peleponnes peninsula, that south- 
ernmost part of the Balkan peninsu- 
la. There on the banks of the Al- 
phaeus river is a mountain, so high, 
that its summit is hidden most of 
the time in clouds, so to speak, rang- 
ing into the skies, and therefore the 
proper spot for the Gods, to come 
down to earth, and to ascend to the 
heavens again. So it became custom- 
ary, to wait for the Gods there, and 
to worship them since time imme- 
morial. And when you had given 
your message to the Gods, and felt 
your mind relieved, you were apt to 
play a little. In time it became a 
regular habit, to meet there at reg- 
ular intervals and the play became 
the chief object, and the first meet 
on record was held in 1307 B. C., but 
there are indications that as early as 
14538 B. C. such games were played, 
that is, almost thirty-four hundred 
years ago. 

Those original Olympic games were 
played at the beginning of every four- 
year period and the great and much 
coveted prize was a wreath of olive 
branches. So sport-minded were those 
old Greeks, that they counted the time 
as from game to, game, and each 
olympiad was named for the winner 

the prize—so if in comparison you 
Americans would call your years for

started, called the migration of the 
nations. All sense for sport and arts 
was lost and the last Olympic games 
were played in A. D. 393. 


Towards the end of the nineteenth 
century the then Greek government 
conceived the idea that the sports- 
men of the world should get together 
in friendly competition as of yore, and 
so they were invited to come to Ath- 
ens in 1896. To give emphasis to 
this event, the Greek government also 
issued a set of postage-stamps (Scott’s 
Nos. 117-128). They were engraved 
and printed in Paris; the designs show 
a pair of gladiators boxing; a disc 
thrower; a vase, depicting Pallas 
Athene; chariot racing, with four

statue of Hermes, the god of traders 
and of thieves, by Praxiteles, then 
there is “Victory” and on the highest 
value the Akropolis with the Parthe- 
non. 

I have no record of the sporting 
events, but the result must have been 
pleasing, for four years later games 
were played in connection with the 
world’s fair in Paris in 1900, and 
then again with that of St. Louis in 
1904. But no stampic record exists 
of these games, and the 1904 Series 
of the United States does not indicate 
any Olympic connection. In 1906 an- 
other set of games was played in Ath- 
ens to commemorate the ten years’ 
anniversary of the reviving of this 
great old custom. The London firm 
of Perkins, Bacon & Co. printed a 
very beautiful set of stamps, honor- 
ing this event (Scott’s Nos. 184-197). 
The designs are: Apollo, throwing 
disc; Atlas; Victory; Atlas offering 
the apples of the Hesperides. to Hercu- 
les; struggle between Hercules and 
Antaeus, wrestlers; Hermes; a run- 
ning race, and “Offerings for the 
Olympic games.” As you see, again 
a very beautiful set. In 1908 and 
1912 Olympic games were held in 
London and in Stockholm, respectively, 
but again no philatelic record is ob- 
tainable, except special postmarks; 
which I have seen mentioned in stamp 
papers, and which would be interest- 
ing to obtain for an Olympic games 
stamp collection. There were games 
scheduled for 1916 in Berlin, but as 
you remember, these were rather un- 
pleasant times, and no one minded 


ifor any friendly contests. 


In 1920 the next games were held 
in Antwerp. and the Belgian govern- 
ment issued a set of three stamps, 
sold at a premium (Scott’s Nos. 384- 
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386), for the benefit of those muti- 
lated in the war. You see a disc 
thrower, @ chariot race and a runner. 
There were quite a number of these 
stamps left over, and the remainders 
overprinted 20e (Scott’s Nos. 140-142) 
and used up as regular 20 centimes 


stamps. 

The 1924 games in Paris brought 
forth a set of four beautiful stamps, 
showing in two-color typography a 
laurel-crowned youth, greeting the city 
of Paris and its stadium in the back- 
ground; the 25 centimes stamp shows 
France holding a statuette of Victory 
on her palm, offering it to the victor; 
the 30 c. stamp in red and black a 
symbolism of hard effort, and the 50 c. 
in light and dark blue a victor, carry- 
ing the palm (Scott’s Nos. 168-171). 
Each bears the inscription, “8th 
Olympiad,” in French. 

The ninth Olympiad of 1928 in Am- 
sterdam shows boat-racing, fencing, 
football playing, yachting, dise throw- 
ing, running, horseback riding and 
boxing (Scott’s Nos. 477-484). In ad- 
dition to these official Olympic stamps, 
there is a set of three stamps issued 
by Uruguay, to commemorate the vic- 
tory of their soccer team at the 1924 
games in Paris, and their royal wel- 
come home at Montevideo that year 
(Scott’s Nos. 282-284).

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Then we have a very handsome set 
of stamps, depicting marching, skat- 
ing, skiing, diving, fencing, scouting, 
football and high jumping. They were 
issued by Hungary in 1925 and are 
numbers 576 to 583 in Scott’s cata- 
logue, which remarks that “These 
stamps were sold at double face plus 
10% premium on orders sent by mail. 
They did not serve any postal need 
and were issued solely to raise funds 
to aid athletic associations. 

Another set of stamps of sporting 
interest is the 1930 Set, issued by 
Cuba to honor the second Central- 
American Games of that year. 

And now you have the ski jumper, 
issued by the United States, which 
I believe, is the first stamp issued for 
the Winter Sports division of the 
Olympic Games. Special stamps of 
the 2c and 5c denomination are an- 
nounced by the United States Post 
Office Department for the Olympic 
Games to be held in California this 
coming summer. 

These Olympic stamps will make a 
very interesting little collection by 
themselves. With the exception of the 
higher drachm values of the first two 
Greet sets, they are all very reason- 
ably priced, and within the reach of 
almost everyone.

This is the mail 
that receives the “Pacbot” or “Paque- 
bot” cancel. These cancels may be 
secured by addressing the purser of 
the vessel whose cancel you desire. 
For instance: Purser, S. S. Virginia, 
care Panama Pacific Lines, New York 
City. 

Strictly speaking, a cover to receive 
this cancellation should bear the 
stamp of the country under whose 
flag this vessel sails, but those of the 
country from whence it sails or whith- 
er bound are also used. 

The American Export Lines vessels 
carry a neat cancel. Among the ships 
of this company are the Excambion, 
Exeter, Exorchorda and Excalibur. 

The United Fruit Co., with offices 
at New Orleans, has a large fleet of 
ships, all of which carry large circu- 
lar cachets as cancels. Among the 
ships of this company ‘may be men- 
tioned the Santa Marta, Turrialba, 
Lempira, Heredia, and Anderson. 
These ships use inks of various col- 
ors, and a collection of them present 
a striking appearance. 

In looking over almost any maga- 
zine of national circulation, you will 
find advertisements of various steam- 
ship companies, giving names of ves- 
sels, together with sailing dates. Ad- 
dress letters to the purser so as to 
reach the company a day or two be- 
fore date of departure. 

The Weekly Bulletin of the Port 
of New Orleans, published by the As- 
sociated Port Interests of New Or- 
leans, lists vessels due to sail from 
that port, and a copy will be sent for 
the asking. 

Results from sendings to these ves- 
sels are not nearly so gratifying as 
those to naval vessels, about one-third 
of them being failures. 


The battleship Pennsylvania was is- 
sued a new machine cancel, type 8 
or flag type, on Jan. 8. First day 
covers of this cancel bear the words, 
“At Sea” in dated circle. This is the 
third cancel to be issued the Pennsyl- 
vania during the past year, two new 
rubber handstamps having been issued. 


Colored cancellations from land 
postoffices seem to be growing more 
scarce, only four having been called to 
my attention during the past few 
weeks. These include Barefoot, Ky.; 
Butcher Creek, Calif.; and Camp 
Creek, Va., all red; Huntsman, Nebr., 
uses purple. 

Flag cancels are also growing more 
searce, and should become good prop- 
erty. Bulletin C-4, of Oct. 27, listed 
258 of these, while subsequent bulle- 
tins have listed many more. 


The Postoffice Department is dis- 
continuing a large number of fourth- 
class postoffices each month, these be- 
ing supplanted by rural routes. Last- 
day covers from these often bear col- 
ored cancels. A list of these will be 
found in the Postal Bulletin, while 
each I. O. P. S. Bulletin lists a number 


of these.

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The Private Life of British Guiana’s One 
Cent Postage Stamp of 1856 


Ruth Louise Berkowitz, Age 12

Listen, my friends, and you shall 
hear my story. 


Part I 


In the year 1856, the local Post- 
master of British Guiana found that 
all the stamps in that vicinity had 
been consumed. As stamps were nec- 
essary for mailing letters he immedi- 
ately called in one of the best print- 
ers to design a new stamp until he 
could get some of the regular stamps 
used in that vicinity. 

They chose the picture of a ship for 
our family’s adornment. Very few 
of us were printed, which made us 
quite rare. (Excuse my ego). To keep | 
us from being counterfeited, the 
clerks had to sign their initials on us, 
as we were passed out for postal 
uses. 





The value they set on me was one 
cent and I was dressed up in a cloak | 
of magenta. I was quite happy when | 
an old lady came in the postoffice and | 
bought me and pasted me on an en-| 
velope she had to send a letter to her 
son who lived in a nearby town, where 
the rate was only one cent. My mes- 
sage was read by the young man, 
carefully, and I was fondly tucked ; 
away among the family’s records. 

I lay for many years in the attic 
wondering where my next journey 
was going to be. Was I to be de- 
stroyed or was I going to see the 
world, to be looked at with pride by 
my possessors. Who could tell? 
Hurrah! the grandson of the man 
who put me away was interested in 
collecting stamps and discovered me 
one day in the attic. 

No, he was not impressed with me, 
for my condition was not any too 
wonderful, but I was a stamp after

all and belonged in his collection, so 
I landed among many other friends, 
wondering where my next home would 
be. 


Part Il 


I did not remain very long in his 
collection, for desiring stamps which 
appealed to him more than poor me, 
I was selected among others to be 
sold, and O joy, I was started on my 
way to see the world. 

I was offered to a collector who was 
not greatly impressed with me, being 
more interested in my shape than 
anything else, and it was with a 
great deal of fear he parted with six 
shillings for me. Can you imagine 
that ? 


I was not long in his possession as 
he sold the entire collection to an 
Englishman for a small sum, who in 
turn sold me to one who loved me for 
my true worth, a real collector, a 
Frenchman, COUNT PHILLIPI FER- 
RARI, who paid 125 pounds sterling 
for me. I was getting quite valuable 
as time went on and wondered what 
was going to happen to me. My real 
adventure began here. 


My owner, the Count, died and be- 
fore the conditions of his will could 
be given out to the public, all his 
stamp treasures were seized by the 
French Government as contraband of 
the war. Imagine my surprise when 
I learend afterwards that my resting 
place for ever was to have been the 
Berlin Museum, but the cruel fate of 
War sent me on my journey again. 

All the stamp treasures of my 
Count were auctioned off by the 
French Government and this took 
over three years and the French Gov- 
ernment was enriched in a sum over 
THREE MILLION DOLLARS. 


Yes, I can point with pride that I 
was among this famous collection to 
be auctioned off, and when it came 
my turn, I was fearful as to what 
they would do with me. Imagine my 
surprise when many well known col- 
lectors wanted me and bid high to 
get me, and I felt puffed up when a 
Mr. Arthur Hind secured me at a 
cost to him of over THIRTY THOUS- 
AND DOLLARS. 


I am still, at this writing in the 
collection of Mr. Hind, and although 
he was offered as high as FIFTY 
THOUSAND DOLLARS for me re- 
cently, he has refused, and as this 
seems to be my resting place for 
sometime to come, I guess I will close 
and hope that no other stamps just 
like me will ever be found.

the next biggest pain. Yet sometimes 
these are a little bit interesting. No 
doubt some of you have picked up a 
Columbus precancel with the initials 
COP in it and wondered what that 
meant or stood for. Well it stands 
for The Central Ohio Paper Co. They 
do not initial all their precancels as 
they use a handstamp once in a great 
while, listed as type IX, which is sel- 
dom initialed. 


Fremont, Ohio, used a U-52 style 
handstamp during Xmas, and Coshoc- 
ton used a bright purple ink with its 
U-53 type. 


I have in my collection only the 1c, 
12c and 20c of the New Brunswick, 
N. J. blue ink varieties and would like 
to see and hear from collectors who 
have other varieties. These are of 
earlier vintage than the New Haven 
blues and should be thoroughly circu- 
lated by now. These appear on Type 
Ii and the catalog mentions them but 
does not state if just certain items are 
found in blue ink or not, only saying 
that blue ink varieties are worth 25% 
more. 


Here is a complete checklist of the 
New Haven blue varieties for the 
benefit of those who missed the art- 
icles previously written on this sub- 
ject. The 3c, 4c Taft, 5c, 6c, Tc, 8c, 9e,

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OLYMPIC PLATE VARIETY 





A very distinctly marked copy of a 
2c Olympic stamp came on mail to 
the Editor of Linn’s Weekly Stamp 
News. This stamp came from a read- 
er in Harrisburg, Pa., and he should 
have noted the variety. The stamp 
has a straight edge with plate line 
at the right side thus its position is 
not difficult to locate on the sheet. 
The variety is in the nature of a wart 
or pimple on the plate, between the 
Y and the M of OLYMPIC, this spot 
is at the lower edge of these two let- 
ters and could have been caused by 
a sharp pointed tool being forced into 
the plate, the depression or indention 
thus made would appear as a dot 
on the face of the stamp. 

This is a very prominent mark and 
much more noticeable and distinct 
than the well known “dot in S” varie- 
ty on the White Plains stamps. The 
editor will be glad to hear from others 
who find this variety to learn if it is 
constant also if the exact position and 
plate is determined. 


FIRST DAY AT LAKE PLACID 





It is announced that over 400,000 
copies of the 2c Olympic stamps were 
sold January 25th for First Day cov- 
ers at Lake Placid. Plate numbers 
reported on stamps sold this first day 
are 20815-16-17-18. 

The Olympic stamps are printed 
from plates of 400 subjects, divided 
into quarters of 100 stamps each by 
vertical and horizontal lines through 
the center of the large plate, the 
sheets of 400 being cut to panes of 
100 for issue. Thus there are 19 
straight edged stamps to each 100, 
only one plate number to each 100 
stamps. These stamps are of course 
the flat plate printing.

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WHAT IS A POSTAGE STAMP 





Of all the things that “I see by the 
papers,” nothing gives me quite the 
wallop I get from the time-worn dec- 
laration that crops up so often in the 
stamp press, “A stamp is not a stamp 
until it is cancelled”. Where I get 
the wallop is that probably it is true 
some people (at least the writers of 
the statement) probably believe it. 

“Just for fun,” I thought I would

about stamps. Here is the definition 
of postage stamp: 

“A government stamp required to 
be put on articles sent by mail in 
prepayment of the postage, and as 
evidence of prepayment, as a design 
embossed on an envelope or wrapper 
or printed on a card, or especially 
an adhesive stamp issued and sold for 
the purpose.” 

Now I’m going to suggest that the 
believers in this saying, “A stamp is 
not a stamp until it is cancelled,” try 
it out on Uncle Sam. Just take a 
cancelled stamp and affix it to a let- 
ter; then take the letter over to the 
postoffice and advise one of Uncle 
Sam’s men, any one you happen to 
meet, that you have affixed this stamp 
to the letter “in prepayment of the 
postage and as evidence of its pre- 
payment” as required by the postal 
laws. 

Go on, be a sport. Try it. See 
whether Uncle Sam thinks your can- 
celled souvenir is a stamp or not. 
They won’t put you in jail for just 
offering to mail the letter with a can- 
cefled stamp on it “as evidence of 
prepayment.”

HELL 





By B. S. H. Grant, F.R.P.S.L. 

I have been to Hell—and come back 
again! It all came about in this way. 
Having visited the arctic regions 
around Spitzbergen, and found the 
climate a decided improvement upon 
the present English summer, the pros- 
pect of a visit to Hell was at least 
warming, although its proximity to 
the arctic circle seemed somewhat out 
of place. No one at first quite knew 
where it was, but Trondhjem, of St. 
Olaf fame, was the port of call, and 
all those on board the ship were cor- 
dially invited one evening to go to 
Hell, and to send in their names, with 
the result that some twenty car-loads 
of inquisitive-minded tourists even- 
tually set forth to visit this quaint 
little Norwegian village. It was no- 
ticeable that all had taken the precau- 
tion to take return tickets. 

There were several philatelists on 
board who were not long in discover- 
ing that Hell had a post office, a regis- 
tration label, and a special cancella- 
tion postmark all to itself. Life 
seemed to center around the railway 
station, labelled in unmistakable let- 
ters for all to see, under which every- 
one was anxious to be photographed, 
including a canon and a vicar. Pic- 
ture postcards, many of a lurid dispo- 
sition, appeared to be the staple trade, 
and formed a prominent feature of 
the station, together with a restau- 
rant, the railway here forming a junc- 
tion, so that anybody not liking the 
place could apparently journey else- 
where. 

But what of Hell itself? Nicely 
situated in a beautiful portion of Nor- 
way by the mouth of the Stjordals- 
Elv, on the Trondhjem Fjord, some 
twenty miles from that city, it is quite 
a small place (one would almost re- 
gard it as a hamlet in England), 
whose principal claim to notoriety is 
undoubtedly its unusual nomenclature. 
The people are happy and good-hum- 
ored, and the surrounding country is 
wooded, but one who visits Trondh- 
typically Norwegian, hilly and well 
jem should miss the unique oppor- 
tunity of spending a few quiet hours 
in Hell, which is easily reached by 
train or car. Incidentally, this must 
be the place to which stamp dealers 
and their clients mutually consign one 
another on occasions. It would make 
an ideal place for a philatelic con- 
gress!—Gibbons’ Stamp Monthly.

umn or two to them and hope the 
older friends of the column will join 
with us in hoping the new friends will 
soon be old ones.—C. C. W. 





Bureau Prints are precancels and 
have been known thru their history as 
Bureau Precancelled, Washington 
Print Precancels, Bureau Prints and 
so on up to now when we most all of 
us refer to them as BUROS. In the 
following we shall try to state the 
difference between the general city 
type precancel and Buros and any 
statements made must be taken as a 
matter of comparison only and not as 
casting reflections on the general pre- 
cancels, for their champions are many. 

A Bureau Print is a precanceled 
stamp that is made at the bureau in 
Washington under the same process 
that turned out the State Overprints, 
the Molly Pitchers, and the Hawaiis. 
The overprint is applied before the 
stamp itself is completed (perforated 
and gummed) so it requires no stretch 
of imagination to call them bi-colored 
U. S. stamps and they could well find 
a home in the regular U. S. Special- 
ist’s albums. The very fact that their 
manufacture is supervised by the Bu- 
reau of Engraving and Printing elimi- 
nates all the possibilities that occur in 
the general type precancels. There 
are no double, triple, inverted or di- 
agonal overprints. There are no col- 
ored inks. ’Tis true there are four 
known errors of spelling but four out 
of approximately 2300 odd issues is 
a pretty fair average. Favoritism is 
practically unknown as the P. O. Dept. 
demands an order of 500,000 stamps 
of one value of the ordinary or perf 
all around stamps and an order of 
250,000 of one value of the coils. The 
buro collector also has the advantage 
of a smaller field as up to the present 
the only rotary press values that have 
been bureau printed are the %4c thru 
to the 10c inc., of the ordinaries and 
from the Ic to the 10 inc., in the coils. 
They are well kept track of, and each 
semi-annual buro catalog is pretty 
well up to date when published. It is 
a handy little pocket sized booklet 
edited and priced NET by Dr. W. I. 
Mitchell and is a real necessity to any- 
one who contemplates the collecting 
of Buros. 





About 95% of the issues may be 
easily accumulated. The balance are 
not exactly impossible but they are 
expensive as relative to dollars and 
cents but we can all have hopes. The 
21 early issues known as Experiment- 
als were used back in 1916 and run 
in price from 75c to $150.00. A not 
so old coil issue from Liberty, Mo., 
lists at $75.00 and a 1% center from 
Batavia perforated 11x10% brings 
$30.00. However do not let these dis- 
turb you as there are plenty of inter- 
esting buros that may be amassed at 
far less than these figures. 

There are also fifteen known varie- 
ties of buro print playing card reve- 
nues. It’s a great game to try for 
these in pairs. Should one care to go 
beyond the stage of collecting singles 
we suggest the block of four field, al- 
so the plate numbers. In coils we have 
many possibilities account the way 
these varieties are made. Then the 
writer’s hobby that of catching the 
varieties that are caused by worn or 
broken overprint electros. 

In closing we might add that any

GRUTLI

On the blue five Francs stamp of 
Switzerland of 1914 and 1927 is shown 
a meadow, named the Grutli. 

This meadow is located on the east- 
ern slope of the Urirotstock mountain 
on the banks of Lake Lucerne, to visit 
this place you have to go by boat on 
Lake Lucerne. A small chapel, (no- 
body knows who built it, nor how long 
ago) tells of its history. To the Swiss 
the Grutli is as sacred as Valley Forge 
to us Americans, for on this spot 
Switzerland was founded. 

In the night of August 1, 1291, three 
liberty loving Swiss farmers, Walter 
Furst of Schwyz, Werner Staufacher 
of Ury, and Arnold Melchthal of Un- 
terwlden met there, bringing ten com- 
panions each, to decide what to do 
about the tyrannic rule of Austrian 
Sheriffs in their little mountain coun- 
try.

SPECIAL DELIVERY SERVICE 





By Wonderland Bill Elliott 


In 1883 the First Assistant Post- 
master General suggested to Congress 
in his report that. the government 
might adopt some plan for speedy de- 
livery of letters. A bill was intro- 
duced in Congress in December of 
that year by Representative C. R. 
Skinner of New York. 

This bill authorized the Postmaster 
General to provide a special delivery 
stamp of the value of ten cents, which

placed on a letter, in addition to the 
regular postage, would entitle such 
letter to immediate delivery at any 
free delivery office, or in any town of 
4,000 or more inhabitants, up to mid- 
night of each day. Eight cents of 
this ten cent fee was to be used by 
the government to cover the cost of 
special delivery messenger, thus leav- 
ing the government a profit of two 
cents on each letter. It was thought 
that in cases where speed was es- 
sential, sickness, emergencies, etc., 
the immediate delivery of a letter 
would be a convenience which the 
public would appreciate. 


On August 4, 1886, this service was 
extended to provide for the delivery 
of ell mail specially stamped for this 
service at any free delivery office, or 
within one mile of every other office. 
On March 2, 1902, the law was amend- 
ed, providing that ten cents in ordi- 
nary stamps, in addition to the regu- 
lar postage affixed to a letter or pack- 
age marked “Special Delivery” en- 
titled the matter to all privileges of 
special delivery. 


The number of stamps used for 
special delivery during the first nine 
months of the year of the introduc- 
ing of special delivery was 896.344. 
The number of pieces delivered in 
1919 was 58,544,387 and from the 
introduction of the service to 1919 
was 450,072,072. For 1929 the num- 
ber of pieces delivered was 99,046,- 
407 and the revenue was $11,587, 
157.60.
